Formal Opening of the Italian Parlia- 
,* ment 


A FERVENT OVATION ATTENDS THE 
ROYAL ADDRESS. 


Excitement Over the Panama Canal Up- 
roar in Paris Subsiding— Results of the 
Inquiry Into the Bokhara Disaster— 
Canadian Liberals Want Annexation 
—Chilian Plotters Routed. 


Rome, Nov. 23.—The Itailan Parliament 
Was opened to-day by King Humbert in per- 
son. The Queen and the ladies of the court 
were present in the gallery and were hearti- 
ly cheered. King Humbert was given an 
enthusiastic reception. in opening the 
session his majesty said: 

**The year drawing toa close will be long 
Memorial in our history, The ancient 
glories of Italy have furnished fresh cause of 
legitimate pride. My soul is still pene- 
trated with the feelings stirred by the hom- 
age recently received at Genoa from repre- 
Sentatives of the most civilized nations. 
These assurances of sympathy and respect 
are much the more gratifying in view of the 
unity of purpose binding my house and 
people. I regard what is done for me as all 
Gone for my people. I see in the honors 
bestowed upon me in Genoa univer- 
sal testimony that Italy maintains her pos- 
ition as the unwearied supporter of concord, 
and my Government, in concert with allits 
allies, endeavors by vigilant care to preserve 
Europe from any cause of dissension. Your 
labors will commence amid guarantees of 
peace.’’ 

Referring to the finances of the country, 
his majesty said: ‘‘Equilibrium will be at- 
tained without increasing taxation. Bills 
will be introduced giving elasticity to the 
revenue and promoting reforms in taxation. 
Measures will also be introduced to bring 
abvut reforms in the army and to insure that 
our military strength will not be weakened 
by the proposed reduction in the army ex- 
penditures. Other bills will be presented 
dealing with the national courts, the judicial 
system, the maritime services, and providing 
for the completion of the railway and canal 


system.’’ 

In conctuding his speech King Humbert 
said: ‘*Victor Emanuel cherished the noble 
ambition of restoring to Italy the Itallans. 
He attained the fulfillment of his wish in our 
Rome. For myself 1am attracted by an am- 
bition to connect my name with the econ- 
omic and intellectual rennaissance of our 
country and to see our deur Italy strong, 
prosperous and great, such as those who 
suffered and died for her in the past pict- 
ured her future to themselves. I derive com- 
fortfrom the affections and wisdom of my 
people and parliament. Let us ever preserve 
astrong faith In ourselves, active concord 
in our desire for well doing, and to feel that 


‘our work be crowned by the biessing of the 


future.’’ 5

TREATY STIPULATIONS VIOLATED BY CHINESE 
OFFICIALS. 

Lowpon, Nov. 28.—Lord. Roseberry, the 
British Foreign Minister, has sent a note to 
Pekin complaining that Chinese offfcials have 
violated treaty rights by forbidding British 
yessels to carry grain duty free from Shang- 
hai to Tentsein and permitting native steam- 
ers alone to carry such grain. The British 
right is held under the treaty made between 
China and the United States, , Great 
Britain in her treaty being accorded 
the most favored nation treatment. 
The Pekin Government urges that the 
United States, by the adoption of the 
Chinese exclusion act, has broken her treaty 
with China and hasthereby excluded Great 
Britain from the benefits that accrue for the 
most favored nation clause. Lord Rose- 
berry, however, insists upon the withdrawal 
of the prohibition, maintaining that the 
Angio- Chinese treaty of 1876 conceded Great 
Britain the right now demanded. 
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Srter Wells was threatened with an action by

MONETARY CONFERENCE. 


THE CHIEF TOPIC OF DISCUS- 
SION. 


BRUSSELS, Nov. 23.—Gov. Van Hoegarden 
ofthe National Bank of Belgium will give a 
reception on Dec. 7in bonor ofthe delegates 
to the International Monetary Congress. 
Leading financiers have been invited and the 
affair will be very brilliant. 

A great deal of lobbying is going on among 
the delegates, those of one view on 
the subject of bimetallism trying 
to win over the others. The °§ result 
seems to be in English hands. A _ del- 
egate who favors bimetallism says that 
France, Belgium, Switzerland, Austria, 
Russia, the United States and India, all hold- 
ing large stocks of silver, would be only too 
well pleased to join with Great Britain in 
establishing a bimetallic union; Germany 
would have no motive for remaining outside; 
Egypt and the English colonies would follow 
England’s lead; all the South - American 
States, ifonly from considerations of con- 
venience, would range themselves inline. It 
is no exaggeration to say that if England 
would lead the way, a world-wide bi metal- 
lism would be formed on a scale with the 
present world-wide postal union. 

The Gemans seem inclined to follow the 
lead of Great Britain. They say that Ger- 
many is not materially interested in the re- 
habilitation of silver, and they agree that 
owing to an Oversight her great currency re- 
form did not include a large stock of silver 
thalers, about a hundred million in number, 
which, if put into circulation, would still 
constitute a legal tender, No practical 
difficulty has arisen from this omission. The 
gradual growth of the population and the 
normal demand fora silver currency would, 
it is held, enable the Government at any 
time to gradually work off this old stock of 
Silver without affecting the monometal lic 
basis upon which its currency is now solidly 
established and upon which it will be main- 
tained,

THE BOKHARA DISASTER. 


ATTAINED BY THE COURT OF IN- 


QUIRY. 

VANCOUVER, British Columbia, Nov.23.—The 
steamer Empress of China, from Hong Kong 
and Yokohama, brings news that the Court of 
Inquiry on the loss of the steamer Bokhara 
found that the steamer’s loss was not due to 
any fault of the officers and crew. Additional 
detalls were also brought of the loss of the 
Norwegian steamer Normandie, whicn struck 
a sunken reef near the Pescadores Islands 
on Oct. 9, and went to pleces three hours 
later. Out ofa crew of twenty-four persons, 
the second engineer and one seaman were 
the only ones saved. They were picked up 
by Chinese fishermen. The Normandie left 
Nagasaki for Singapore with coal. 

The British ship Gretna, from Cardiff for 
Hong Khong with coal, was wrecked on Rifte- 
man Shoalin the Paracels, Oct. 25. 
tainand part of the crew were taken to 
Laigon... Among. the kinpress’ passengers 
from Uhina was W. W. Rockhillof Washing- 
ton, D. C., for many years connected with 
the American Embassy in China. 
just returned from an expedition 
Thivet. Hestartedin September, 1891, and 
intended to come out through Indla. He was 
stopped by the authorities 150 miles east of 
Tashilumbo, four days’ journey from the 
frontier.

PARIS, NOV. 23.—The three conservatives

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


TOTAL DEATHS IN RUSSIA FROM THE CHOLERA 
EPIDEMIC. 


St. PETERSBURG, Nov. 23.—In eighteen of 
the Russian districts chiefly affected by 
cholera there were 3,313 cases of the disease 
and 769 deaths during the past week. Keff, 
Podolio, Bessarabla and Kherson are the 
worst provinces, the fourteen other districts 
being affected ina less degree, the weekly 
mortality therein ranging from ten to 
twenty. Duting the week there were 58 
cases and 19 deaths in St, Petersburg; 45 
Cases and 32 deaths in Moscow, 170 cases and 
71 deaths in Warsaw and 52 cases and 27 
deaths in Gitomir., 

Advices received here from St. Petersburg 
show that according to statistics just made 
public there are 950,000 persons imprisoned 
in 875 jails in Russia; Ninety per cent of the 
prisoners are men. The prisons are built to 
hold only 570,000 persons, and an idea of their 
crowded condition can be obtained. 

G: RMAN TAX REFORM. 

BERLIN, Nov. 23.—At a recent session of the 
Lower House ofthe Prussian Diet taxation 
reform was considered. Herr Huene,in a 
speech, declared that the Centrists would not 
support a taxation reform measure unless it 
was accompanied by a measure for electoral 
reform. He has approved the transfer of the 
taxation on real property to the communal 
authorities, but said that the property tax

DESPERADO CAGED. 


Tap Sprouse, the Moonshiner, Landed 
in dail. 


A LONG ARRAY OF OUTLAWRY TO 
ANSWER FOR. 


Foul Murder Revealed While Dressing a 
Corpse—A Trusted Agent Fled to 
Canade—-White Man’s Laundry Blown 
Up by Ch!namen-—Caned by a Woman 
—Criminal News. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Nov. 23.—A famous 
desperado, Tap Sprouse, moonshiner, mur- 
derer and leader of the dreaded San Mountain 
wang, after defying the authorities of Georgia 
and Tennessee for months, has at last been 
captured alive and is now lying in the Brad- 
ley County Jail at Cleveland, thirty miles 
from here. The man who captured him is 


George Barnes, detective and United States 
Deputy Marshal. He gave the details ofan 
encounter in which one cool, quick-eyed 
man, not only faced five outlaws, but car- 
ried off one of them who was wanted for 
murder. A large reward had been offered for 
the apprehension of Sprouse, particularly 
wanted for the ki'ling of United States Mar 

Shal D. 8. Jackson last winter, in the course 
ofa flerce battle between the officers and the 
band of moonshiners operating in the moun- 
tains near Attala; Ala., twenty miles over 
the Tennessee line. The leaders of this band 
were the Sprouse brothers, one of whom, 
Bill Sprouse, was killed in the engagement, 
as Well as several others. Tap Sprouse, how- 
ever, escaped and, as he was known to have 
fired the shot which killed the Marshal, no 
efforts were spared to effect his capture. 

Jude Key issued a bench warrant for his 
arrest, it being known toa certainty that he 
was the murderer of United States Marshal 
DD. S. Jackson, and detectives have been 
searching the mountains for him for months. 
George Barnes tracked the murderer, and to 
do it he was obliged, as he explained to-day, 
to assume the guise of a desperado himself. 
Sunday last, after weeks of waiting, he de- 
cided that the time had cometo strike. He 
knew that Tap sprouse had gone to the 
**shack’’ of his brother John, nine miles 
back of Cleveland on the mountain. 
Nurrying back to town he got a buggy, drove 
within two miles of the shack, left the con- 
veyance and went ahead. 

**As Tapproached the shack,’’ said Barnes, 
*“‘lsaw two men leave it. I made up my 
mind that one was Tap, but I was not sure. 
i went out of the house and asked a little girl 
where her Uncle Tap was. 

***He’s gone over to Hildebrandt’s,’ she 
said. Hildebrandt was a neighbor half a 
mile distant, so I followed them there. I 
Knocked and found four men inside. Tap was 
notone to them. i recognized his brother 
John and Knew Tap was not far away. I 
told them what I wanted and they tried to 
give me the bluff and said that Tap was gone. 
Isaid I would look and I found Tap in the 
smoke-house, hiding under a lot of tanbark 
and rubbish. Then I had to do some quick 
thinking. There was a murderer vefore me 
and four not muq) better behind me. 
Fortunately the smoKe-house was as dark 
asanoven. Whenl went in Tap was afraid 
to move, andwhenlI got my hands on him 
his pals outside could not see to shoot. Sol 
stood there with my winchester ready in 
one hand and holding Tap with the other. I 
*You devils, throw up your hands or 
l’il kill you and Tap, too.’

Barnes left to-night for Cleveland to take 
his prisoner onto Birmingham, Ala., where 
he will be tried tor murder. It is reported 
that a band of outlaws, friends of Tap 
-prouse, have gathered at one ofthe small 
station-houses, where the train must pass, 
and have sworn to set him free. 


DYNAMITED. 
A LAUNDRY BLOWN TO ATOMS BY ENVIOUTS CHI- 
NAMEN, 

WARSAW, Ind., Nov. 23.—At 9 o’clock last 
evening an explosion occurred that shook 
the city from center to circumference. The 
facts that lead upto it are as follows: For 
several years three Chinamen have been run- 
ning a laundry here. Abontone month ago 
Ed Davis came tere from Kentucky and 
started a steam laundry. . He had 
secured a good part of the Chinese 
work. Two attempts have heen made to 
burn Davis’ building. Suspicion pointed to 
the Chinese. They were watched and last 
evening just before the explosion one of them 
was seen running toward the depot and has 
not been seen since. The explosion was 
caused by a large dynamite bomb being 
thrown into the buildidg. The _ en- 
tire building was wrecked, valuable 
machinery smashed and the sleeping 
room of Davis tota.iy demolished. ‘There 1s 
noadoubt that it was the intention to kill 
Davis, but it happeneithat he was not in 
the building atthe time. Excitement is high 
here and everything points.to the guilt of all 
three of the Chinamen. Every effort is being 
made to find the missing one, while his two 
associates are underaclose guard. Lynch- 
ing has Deen threatened but it will not prob- 
ably be carried out. 

FOULLY MURDERED. 
DISCOVERY MADE WHILE DRESSING A FEMALE 
CORPSE. 

NEW YORK, Novy. 23.—Mrs.Ida E. Jackson, 
coiored, 36 years of age, of 158 East Ninth 
murdered in her bed on Sunday 
morning while her two small children lay 
beside her. A stone resembling anegg in 
size and shape, and which was tied ina rag 
to form a slung-shot. was found in the ad- 
joining room and is supposed to be the 
weapon which made the wound on the 
woman’s head. Thomas Bristol, colored, 
has been arrested on suspicion of having 
killed the woman. His hat was found in her 
rooms. Dr. Henderson, colored, was called 
when the body was found, and not discover- 
ing the wound inthe head, said death was 
due to heart failure. The case was then re- 
ported as an ordinary one of sudden death, 
by the police. The wound was found bya 
woman who was dressing the body. The 
police were notified again, and word was sent 
tothe Coroner’s office, resulting in Brtstol’s 
arrest. 


CANED BY A WOMAN, 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 23.—Bda$ C. Mulhol- 
land, a large coal dealer ofthiscity, was 
caned by amarriead woman yesterday on the 
most prominent business corner of this city. 
The thrashing was administered by Mrs. 
Charles Bleichort, the wife of a well-Known 
restaurateur. She isa comely little woman, 
with black, seapeene eyes and a muscular 
arm that wielded the cane with such force as 
to cause it to be shivered to pieces. The 
cause of the trouble was an aillegea filthy 
message sent by Mr. Mulholland to the 
woman. Mrs. Bielchort, taking her hus- 
band’s heavy cane, went after Mr. Mulhol- 
land, who was found at the corner of Fourth 
and Jefferson streets. ‘‘Repeat that message 
to me!’’ she demanded, He refused todo 
so and the cane descended thrice on his head 
and shoulders. It was broken in three 
pieces. She says he was about to strike, 
when she said: ‘*‘Don’tyoudare! Youarea 
Warrants were sworn out forthe 
woman and her husband.

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 23.—The big steel 
steamer Mattoa, which went aground just 
outside of Ashtabula Harbor yesterday morn- 
ing, is in great danger. Theseais very high 
and thespray dashing as high as her masts 
covering the boat with ice. No tugs can 
get near her. The crew are on board with 
steamup. It is feared that she will break in 
two. The Mattoa belongs to the Minnesota 
Mining Co. line and is valued at $200,000. She 
has a cargo of iron ore. 

SCHOONER CAPSIZED. 

New YORK, Nov. 23.—The schooner H. C. 
Lawson capsized yesterday between Inwood 
and Yonkers. Michael Whalen, one of the 
deck hands, who was in the cabin, was 
drowned, The vessel is drifting about the 
river. 


FLAYED WITH POWDER. 
MARLBANK, Ontario, Nov. 23.—While three 
children Belonging to Mrs. Ann Allen were 
playing in her store to-day they accidentally 
got hold ofa canof powder.

BLAINE A SICK MAN, 


Friends Convinced That His Condition Is 
Critical. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 23.—Mr. Blaine 

is stilla very sick man and his physicians are 

in daily attendance. General alarm is felt 


among his many friends in Washington re- 
garding his slow reeuperation. The doctors 
are non-committal when qnestioned on the 
subject of Mr. Blaine’s health. They are 
making no predictions. 

‘*‘Mr, Blaine may be better to day or to- 
morrow,’’ was remarked to a correspond- 
ent yesterday by a person thoroughly famlil- 
lar with the sick room. But what his con- 
dition will be a week from to-day or two 
weeks from to-day cannot be predicted. Mr. 
Blaine’s health seems to have been perma- 
nently shattered. His decline began 
two or three years ago, and ever 
since the current of his physical 
life has been marked by recurrences of an 
illness of varying character. ‘Sometimes his 
throat troubles him. At another time cold, 
to which he is subject, settles in some other 
portion of hisbody. The present illness is, 
perhaps, more serious than he has had for 
Sometime. It is caused by his disturbed 
digestion, which, to a man in Mr, Blaine’s 
condition, must cause a severe shock to his 
already enfeebled system.’’ 

That Mr. Blaine will never recover normal 
health is a fact that everybody in Washing- 
ton is beginning to appreciate. Even with 
the great care he receives, the least baneful 
influence either of a physical or mental 
nature causes a relapse. Every relapse 
leaves him less and less able to recover. 


RELIGIOUS NEWS. 


Seventh Synod of the New York Arch- 
diocese Summoned. 


NEW YORE, Nov. 23.—Archbisbop Corrigan 
has summoned the Seventh Diocesan Synod 
of the Archdjoéese of New York to meet at 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral this morning. The 
ceremonies will begin at 10 o’clock and it is 


expected that it will be the most notable 
event of its character ever held in the United 
tates, as most of the 504 priests afMfillated to 
the diocese will probably ne tee ge The 
chief business of the synod will be the 
naming of the diocesan consultors and other 
officials of the diocesan ecuria whose terms of 
office have expired; the promotion ofthe 
building ofthe new seminary, some action 
onthe sentiment of the recent council of 
archbishops andsuch other matters of disci- 
pline as the local situation and the times 
demand. It is just fifty years since the first 
synod was held in New York. The dlocese 
then extended over the States of New York 
and New Jersey, for which territory there 
were then only sixty-seven priests and prob- 
ably about 80,000 Catholics. The same terri- 
tory has since been subdivided into eight 
dioceses—Albany, Brooklyn, Buffalo, Ogdens- 
burg, kochester, Syracuse, Newark and 
Jrenton, N. J. They contain an archbishop, 
nine birhops, 1,613 priests and 1,922,531 Cath- 
Olics as the increase of the half century.

HALF MILLION FOR A CATHEDRAL. 
New YORK, Nov. 25.—It is reported on good 
authortty that an individual whose identity 
forthe present is concealed has signified to 


Bishop Henry C. Potter his intention of do- 
natiny $500,000 toward the fund forthe builld- 
ing ofthe new Protestant Episcopal Cathe- 
dral of St. John the Dtvine.

SAVANNAH, Ga., Nov. 23.—The directors of 
the Young Men’s Christian Association of 
this city are now considering the question 


whether Rev. F. M. Billings, pastor. of the 
Savannah Swedenborgian Church, can De- 
come an active member of the local branch 
of the Y. M. C. A. Mr, Billings is not a mem- 
ber ofany ofthe evangelical churches. His 
church holdsto peculiar doctrines that are 
repudiated by other denominations. The Y. 
M. C. A. active membDership, according to its 
rules, is to be composed of-membDers in good 
standing of evangelical churches. This pro- 
vision bars out Mr. Billings. The Sweden- 
borgian clergyman intends to apply fur mem- 
bership to test the matter. 


As to Clerks Voting. 


During the session of the Thirty-sixth Gen- 
eral Assembly rumors were rife that the 


members of the House were not the only ones 
that took occasion to vote on certain 
measures and that more than once 
the votes of the clerical force were 
counted by the reading clerks of the House. It 
is now reported that when the General As- 
sembly convenes in January none of the old 
familiar faces of the clerical force 
that were so conspicuous during the last 
session of the Legislature will be seen 
around the Capitol Building. During the 
last session of the Thirty-sixth General As- 
sembly, Mr. Charles F. Kowland, now candl- 
date for chief clerk, was assistant chief clerk 
of the House. When he heard the rumor 
that none ofthe oldclerical force would 
be given positions when the Legislature 
reconvened, he expressed considerable 
surprise. ‘*I don’t understand how a clerk 
in the House could vote in a membDer’s place, 
especially on a bill, and Idon’t think it was 
ever done.

The Vicar-General Returns, But Is Dis- 
inclined to Talk. 


REFUSES TO DISCUSS THE ARCHBISHOPS’ 
MEETING OR PRIESTS’ PETITION. 


Since Several Archbishops Have De- 
clined to Give Interviews About the 
Conference, Fr. Brady Thinks Silence 
Becoming in Him-—The Priests Con- 
tinuing Their Efforts. 


Fr. Brady returned last night from the 
conference ofthe archbishops. in New York, 
and he spent several hours this morning at 
the residence of Archbishop Kenrick. What 
report he made to the Archbishop, and 
what things were said about the priests’ pe- 
tition isa subject for the fertile brains of 
random guessers for Fr. Brady refuses 
positively to talk about his meeting with the 
Archbishop. But it is easy to surmise 
that the Archbishop and his vicar 
passed the hours of their consultation in the 
consideration of very important topics. 

Fr. Brady was seen at his residence bya 
Post-DisPATCH reporter this afternoon 
and he was asked for an 
interview on the archbishops’ 
conference, in which he was Archbishop 
Kenrick’s delegate, and on the priests’ pe- 
tition for a coadjutor, but: he positively de- 
clined to say a word about either. He was 
first asked: 

‘*Fr. Brady, what did the archbishops ac- 
complish at their meeting last week, and 
what action did they take with regard to the 
diocese of St. Louis?’’ 

‘‘T cannot speak about the confer- 
ence. When the archbishops of New 
York, Baltimore and Boston decline to be 
interviewed, how can I, a priest, presume 
to speak of the conference?’’ 

‘*‘What have youtosay about the petition 
for a coadjutor, prepared by the priests last 


week?’’ : 
To this question the Vicar-General 
answered emphatically: ‘‘I Know nothing 

again about 


about it.’’ Being asked 

the conference of the arch- 
bishops Fr. Brady said that he 
was prepared to talk about the asylums, 
orphanages and Catholic institutions of New 
York, which he had visited during his stay in 
the nation’s metropolis, but he reiterated 
his refusal to say a word about the 
conference. He pleaded weariness 
from travel as an excusetoretire,and he 
bade the interviewer good-day with the 
promise thatat the proper time he would 
express himself fully. The Vicar-Gen- 
eral’s appearance bears out his complaint 
of being tized out. His usually pleasant and 
strongly marked face is several shades paler 
than when he left for New York, and he looks 
as if he passed through a severe ordeal. 

WILL CONTINUE THE FIGHT. 

The St. Louts priests, who circulated a peti- 
tion last week for the appointment ofa co 
adjutor to Archbishop Kenrick, from one of 
three bishops, namely Kain of Wheeling, W. 
Va., Spalding of Peoria, Ill., and Fitzgerald 
of Little Rock, Ark., have determined to con- 
tinue their fight until an assistantto Arch- 
bishop Kenrick is named. Last week they 
obtained the signatures of forty local pas- 
tors, notmore than six refusing to attacl¥ 
their names tothe petition. This week they 
have prepared a circylar letter, worded as 
was the first petition, andcopies have been 
sent to all the country priests in the diocese, 
Rev. Fr. Ziegler of St. Malachi’s 
Church issued the circular letter and 
he is receiving responses, favorable and un- 
favorable, by each mail. But the majority of 
the replies are said to be favorable. Copies 
of the petition circulated last week were 
sent to each of the suffragan bishops of the 
St. Louls province, to each of the archbish- 
ops of the country and to Cardinal Ledo- 
chowsky, prefect of the Propaganda. 

TO THE POPE DIRECT. 

Yesterday a letter was received in this city 
from a prominent prelate advising the priests 
to send their petition for a coadjutor to the 
Pope direct. But like every one else 
who receives a very large mail, 
Leo XII. is entrenched behind 
a troop of efficient § secretaries who 
stop all letters, addressed to the Pope, and 
either consign them tothe waste- basket or 
make a reply of theirown. The priests of 
St. Louis, however, knowa scheme, not dl- 
vulged to the general public, by means of 
which the Pope can be reached by mail, The 
plan is to inclose the letter in three en- 
vesogee, The Papal secretaries allow cqm- 
munications of this kind to pass to the Pope’s 
own letter cutter. It is probable that 
the priests will adopt this means of 
bringing to the Pope’s attention their 
plea far a coadjutor to the Archbishop.

Miss 
Blain told a Post-DisPpaTcH correspondent 
this morning that Smythe had no rival in her 
affections and that that theory of the suicide 
could not stand. 

‘*Oh, it cannot be that,’’ she said earnest- 
ly. ‘*‘Our relations were of the happiest kind. 
He had no cause for thinking like that. I had 
a letter from him last night 
and was expecting another to-day. 
He may have taken morphine to allay the 
pain of the injury received by two explosions 
about which he wrote me.’’ 

At Parke, Davis & Co.’s manufactory John 
McFarland, the chemist with whom Smythe 
wagered $10 that he (Smythe) would not be 
alive in 1897, said: ‘‘Smythe had a 
cheerful disposition. regard to that 
bet, it came about this way: We 
were joking about longevity in the shopone 
day about four years ago and he said: ‘I?ll 
bet youl don’t live ten years.’ Itoki himf 
would bet a $10-hat that he would. He putit 
down in his note- book and I had forgotten ali 
about it untilit was recalled to me by reada- 
ing the paperthis morning. I considered it 
In the line of a joke and don’t belleve he was 
serious about it, as lam sure I was not.’’ 

J. KB. Russell, the Superintendent, showed 
Smythe’s record. He entered their employ 
in October 1885 and leftin Febraary or March 
of the present year. Mr. Russell said Smythe 
was anexcellent young man in every way; 
wasa good worker, industrious and sober 
but of a very retiring, reticent disposition 
almost bordering on moroseness. Nearly all 
of Smythe’s fellow employes scout the idea 
of suicide, belleving that he put the cloth 
saturated with chloroform on his face to ease 
the pain caused by the accident which hap- 
pened to him some time ago.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR ADJOURN. 


Resolutions Against the Present Military 
System—Against Convict Labor. 

The sixteenth annual convention of the 
General Assembly, Knights of Labor, con- 
cluded its work to-day and adjourned sine 
die at 12:30 o’clock. The session con- 
sumed six days and a half and 


the body transacted a large quantity of busi- 
ness, some of which was of much importance 
totheorder. The constitution was umenced 
in many respects and the principles of the 
organigation modified and changed. To-day 
the convention instructed the General Exec- 
utive Board to order a boycott on the 
Second Avenue Street ogy bee of New 
York unless the road stops discharging its 
mes because they refuse to join political 
clubs, ' 

The assembly placed itself on record ag 
favoring the restriction of immigration to 
persons who have money enough to support 
themselves for one year after arrival, 
and also as favoring: a law  pro- 
hibiting any man who cannot read his 
ballot from voting, the lawto take effect at 
the expiration or five years. A resolution 
advocating the abolition of the miiitia was

And we discountenance the centralizing of the mili- 
tary power in every way, object to the expenditure of 
vast sums of the people’s money in butiding useless 
armories, and indorse the popular system in vogue 
in Switzerland. 

The boycott on the corks manufactured by 
Armstrong & Co. of Pittsburg was ordered to 
remain. 

The convention itndorsed the passage of 
the Davis House bill now pending to prohibit 
convict labor in the United States. 

Resolutions expressing the thanks of the 
convention to the press, Associated Press 
and Untted Press for courtesies extended the 
body were passed. 

The committee on resolutions offered strong 
resolutions condemning some of the courts 
for allowing themselves to be used by certain 
labor organizations, and also demanding 
legislation prohibiting the employment of 
Pinkertons. The resolutions were adopted. 

The convention demanded a law abolishing 
the sweating system. It favored the con- 
tiuance of the State bank tax, and reaffirmed 
its position as favoring the restriction of the 
issuance of money except by the government; 
the closest organization of all organiza- 
tions of farmers and laboring men who sym- 
pathize with the Knights of Labor, 

The General Assembly deciareda itself op- 
posed toclosing the World’s Fair on Sunday 
and refused tointerfere with the matter of 
selling liquor on the grounds. 

The General Executive Board was in- 
structed totake steps looking to the estab- 
lishment ofa Homestead Buliding and Loan 
Association and the establisment of an In- 
surance Association to provide funds to 
enable members tocarry on suits under the 
law rendering employers Mable for accidents 
to employes. 

OLD OFFICERS RE-ELECTED. 

The biennial election of officers which took 
place Monday afternoon resulted in the re- 
election by a practically unanimous vote of 
T. V. Powderly, General Master Workman; 
Hugh Cavanaugh, General Worthy Foreman ;

Washington Bridge. 

One of the most beautiful structures of its 
kind in the world is the Washington Bridge. 

This engineering marvel of bronze, steel 
and stone is one of the sights of the metrop- 
olis. 

It spans the picturesque Harlem River and 
the tracks of the New York Oentral & Hudson 
River Railroad at 19list street, New York. 

The length of the bridge is 2,375 feet; height, 
123.5 above the river. It has two steel! arches, 
each with a span of 510 feet, supported by 
three stone plers and two stone abutments. 
The piers are 98 feet long and 40 feet thick, of 
solid concrete faced with dressed granite. 
The abutments are semil-circular arches of 
masonry, each having a span of 60 feet, 
There area 50-foot driveway and two foot- 
ways, each 15 feet wide. It cost $2,700,000.

; AN ALLEGED DISAGREEMENT. 

The report is already current in certain 
circlesin New York that a disagreement 
has arisen between Mr. Cleveland and 
Gen. Stevenson in regard to the appoint- 
ment of Cable to the Cabinet.

It is probable that the rumor is not well 
founded; but if itis, it follows a long line 
of precedents.

When John C. Breckinridge was elected 
Vice-President under Buchanan there was 
at first come friction, and Breckinridge let 
his friendsin Kentucky understand that 
he could not, under the circumstances, 
recommend anyone for office until the 
President thought proper to consult him. 
There was much gossip at the time about 
the strained relations of the President and 
Vice-President, and it was even intimated 
that the National Hotel sickness was the 
result of an attempt by Breckinridge’s 
friends to bring about the death of 
Buchanan and make Breckinridge Presi- 
dent. 

From that day to this the relations be- 
tween President.and Vice-President have 
been, asarule, the reverse of cordial. In 
the very beginning of Cleveland’s adminis- 
tration Vice-President Hendricks became 
the recognized leader of the disaffected 
elements of the party. 

Thus tar, however, there seems little or no 
ground for the alleged difference between 
Mr. Cleveland and Gen. Stevenson.

Talleyrand tells us that the selection of 
proper persons to discharge the functions 
of Government is one of the most difficult 
arts of statesmanship. ‘‘But,’’ he adds, 
‘to find places for the discontented is 
more difficult still.’’ Itis indeed aston- 
ishing to see so many persons willing to 
surrender profitable and continued em- 
ployment for public office, which they 
must hold by afi uncertain tenure and 
which is often less remunerative than the 
business in which they are engaged. 

Besides, when one builds up a trade in 
any department of industry or secures a 
practice in any of the professions his 
profits are not only likely to continue as 
long as he lives, but usually increase with 
time. To abandon such pursuits for posi- 
tions under the Government which are fre- 
quently very different in their nature and 
require different training, causes an inter- 
ruption which is sure to prove disastrous 
should there be a revolution of parties, 
and which held for a_ pro- 
tracted period affords poor opportunities 
for advancement and an increase of re- 
numeration. The merchant who has 
abandoned his business finds it is difficult 
torecover his trade, and the lawyer or 
doctor rarely gets back hisclientage. There 
are more possibilities and superior chances 
for success in any other pursuit in this 
country than in office seeking. Only one 
applicant in ten succeeds in getting any- 
thing in return for the diversion of his 
energies, the loss of his time and the ex- 
penditure of his money in place hunting. 
Barring immorality one had as well invest 
his money in a lottery. 

It is well enough. for the millionaire 
whose fortune is already made to seek 
some high position which would bring 
him honor and perhaps elevate his family 
in the social scale; it is well enough, too, 
for the unemployed toapply for positions 
which they are capable of filling, but it is 
the sheerest folly for two-thirds of the 
applicants who hang about the depart- 
ments at Washington and obsequiously 
vex the wearied ear of the President with 
their pleas and importunities. 

But it seems there is a charm about Uncle 
Sam’s money which no other money pos- 
sesses. The gold is more glittering and 
the bank note crisper; and though but 
little of it may be received, it brings. with 
it the assurance that there is a big pile 
where itcame from.

Johanna Ramsek Learns Too Late, That 
Her Lover Was Faithless, 


SAD STORY OF HER RUIN TOLD BY THE 
YOUNG GIRL. 


She Lived With the Young Man’s Parents 
and Had Been Informed by Them That 
They Would Take Her for a Daughter- 
in-Law—Afterwards She Was Turned 
From the Door. 


With her countenance suffused with 
blushes, beautiful Johanna Ramsek related 
her tale of sorrow in Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Estep’s private office this morning. 

Just 18 years old, a stranger in a strange 
land, separated by thousands of miles from 
her every kin, and betrayed by the man to 
whom she had plighted hertroth and given 
her maidenly love. Such was her story. 

The case, according to the statements 
made by the young woman to-day, Is one of 
the Saddest . that has ‘come to 
the surface at the Four Courts 
for many along day. Ine young 
woman isa native born German and is not 
yet three years inthe country. She is of the 
refined cast of Germans, being well educated 
in her native language, and possesses a fine 
alto voice. Sheis ofthe blonde type witha 
clear complexion and beautiful features. 

The young man in the case is John Hoemell 
of 3606 North Broadway, whose father, 
Edward Hoemell, is sald to bs worth 

roperty to the value of 
$50, 000 to $60,000. The elder Hoemell is en- 
gaged in selling wall-paper and decorating, 
business at 3606 North Broadway. He is an 
unpretentious German, but is saia to be 
wealthy. The son John is 21 years old, 
and is the only child and heir to his father’s 
property. According to Miss Ramsek’s story 
she was living with the Hoemelis more in 
the capacity of a member of the family 
than as a domestic, when the son 
John wooed and won her with his 
father’s consent and encouragement, 
and then ruined her under say ony | of 
marriage. She was then cast off by the fam- 
lly, she stated, and isnow stopping with a 
friend. 

Her story is best told in her own words. 
She called on Attorney Estep this morning in 
company with her attorney, Charles E. 
Smythe of 11 South Broadway, to procure a 
warrant against young Hoemell. Miss 
Ramsek speaks good English, but with a 
German accent. 

HER SAD STORY. 

‘*T was born in Osna-Bruck, Westphalia, 
Germany,’’ saidshe. ‘‘l was 18 years old 
the vth of this month. Icame to tnis coun- 
try two years ago last March. I have no rela- 
tives here excepting an aunt. 
My father is dead and my mother is married 
again. My father’s name is Schmidt, but I 
go by my step-father’s name—Ramsek. I 
have two brothers married in Germany and a 
younger brother, who Is 16 years old. 

‘*I did scarcely anything at home but go to 
school. I wasthe only girl, and my mother 
sent metoschool until I graduated in the 
public schools, which I didati4. Ihave an 
aunt living in St. Louls on Grand avenve. 
She {s my mother’s sister. She ts well off 
and she wrote to my mother that she wanted 
me to come and iive with her. She sent 
money for me tocome, and my mother let me 
come. I came here two years ago last 
March. I was then in my 16th’ ~ygsyear. 
I did not think that I would 
haveto work. IthoughtI was to lve with 
my aunt. 

‘*WhentIwas here about a week my aunt 
said l ought tolearntosew. I said I would 
sooner live out, and my aunt got me a place 
in a boarding-house. I stayed there for 
about seven moaths, when lI gotsick. I took 
the chills and fever. 1 went home to my 
auntand stayed for about a month and a 
half. It-was not pleasant for me there, and] 
gota place for myself and went to work 
awain. 
awhile Il got a position as 
restaurant at 8604 North Broadway, next to 
the Bremen Bank. The reason I went to 
work inthe restaurant was because I could 
not get much wages. I could speak no 
Engitsh when 1 cAme here, not a word, andl 
“was not accust@med to the ways ‘vf -the 
country. lonly got $7 a mooath., 

‘*‘T used to be. sick with the fever,and I 
finally went to live with the Hoemells. 
I went to ilve there in November of last year 
and stayed there until last of September of 
this year. I did not get any wages, only my 
clothes. They took care of me when! was 
sick, andihada good home. Mrs. Hoemell 
was kind to me, and so was Mr. Hoemell. He 
was kind to me after the rest turned against 
ine. until the last time I saw hin. 

‘‘One morning in last March 
Mr. Hioemell was eating hits 
breakfast ana I was with him. ° Mrs. 
Hoemeli had not got up yet and John was 
in -the store. I told Mr. Hoemell that I 
thought I would leave. The lady where I 
lived before I wentto the Hoemells wanted 
me to go back to live with herand I thought 
I would go, | told Mr. Hoemell that I thought 
that ] would ZO. sald I 
thought I would have a better time. 
He said that he did not want me to go.. Mrs. 
Hoemell could not do the work he said and 
he could not geta girlto stay. 

‘**tfianna,’ sald Mr. Hoemell, he used to 
call me Hanna. ‘Hanna,’ sald he, ‘why 
don’t you let John pay you more attention? 
[like you, and I want you to be my daughter- 
in-law.’ 

‘**Onh.’ said 1, laughing, ‘John runs after 
too many other girls.’ 

‘* *He will stop that,’ said Mr. Hoemell, ‘if 
you will let him wait on you.’ 

‘**Well,’ said I, ‘if you mean it I don’t ob- 
ject, for 1 like your son very much,’ 

‘**Well,l amin earnest,’ said Mr. Hoe- 
mell. ‘I want John to marry a German girl. 
I don’t want him to marry an Irish girl.’ 

**Mrs. Hoemell ts Irish. 

‘‘*Irish is all right,’ sald Mr. Hoemell, 
‘but I don’t want John to marry an Irisn 
girl. I want John to marry you, and! will 
see that he waits on you.’ 

**Well, John became Very attentive to me 
after thar, and acted as thoueh he thoughta 
great dealofme. Idid of himat that time. 
One day in April, it was on a Thursday, 
a girl friendof mine was Visiting me. I got 
acquainted with herin the restaurant. She 
worked there too, I made Johna present of 
a necktie pinand he sald: ‘She has a right 
to do that, for she is going to be my wife,’ 

‘* *Do you really mean it?’ asked my friend. 

**We were all in the kitchen. 

‘* *Yes,’ replied John, ‘of course I mean It. 
Lam going to marry her.’ 

‘*Then, after that, when we were alone, he 
often said that.’”’ 

‘*What would he say?’’ she was asked. 

‘Oh, talk about when we would be mar. 
ried.’’ ' 

IMPROPER ADVANCES.

Jacob Ritten, a Hypnotic, Says He Flour- 
ished About B. C. 827... 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Noy. 23.—One of the 
most remarkable cases that ever puzzled the 
medical fraternity is that of Jacob Ritten, 
who left this city yesterday in charge of two 
attendants for treatment at a Boston psycho- 
logical institute. Ritten was a couple of 
months ago adjudged insane by the Omaha 
Commisstoners, though he told a correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatcu yesterday that he 
was committea under another name than his 
own. He was not taken to an asylum, as his 
brother and sister gained permission of the 
Court to take him toan Eastern hospital for 
treatment. The relatives of the strangely 
aMlicted man are Mrs. O! Strethof® of 
Dakota County, Neb., and Marx: Ritten, 
a traveling man employed by a Chicago firm 
in the hat trade. oth were with Ritten in 
Minneapolis yesterday and they accompanied 
him to Boston, The man has been under the 
treatment of specialists in nervous diseases 
for the last few years, but the latter can do 
nothing for him, as they say there is nothing 
amiss with his nervous system. Dr. Clmrence 
Miner of Ann Arbor, who has made s0me 
wonderful cures in cases of nervous derange- 
ment, examined Ritten in Minneapolis yes- 
terday and pronounced him to be ina hyp- 
notic condition, but otherwise in perfect 
health. As-this has been the verdict of no 
less than half a dozen experts within the last 
year. It was determined by the relatives of 

he patient totake him toa psychological 
hospital and see what could be done towards 
restoring him to his former self. _ 

The peculiarity of the case consitss in Rit- 
ten’s persistent assertion that his name is 
Anem Hotoa and that he was born inthe 
year 327 B. C. Hesays he wept into atrance 
about 420 B. ©. and was embalmed while 
in that condition, his relatives belleving him 
dead. He describes the incidents of the 
reign of Ptolemyj V.4 with a minuteness 
that establishes at once his knowledge 
of ancient history and possession of an 
imagination secomd not even to that of Rider 
Haggard. Ritten described tothe Post-DIs- 
PATCH correspondent the personal manners of 
Ptolemy,whom he characterizes as a ‘‘pretty 
shrewd sort of a guy.’’ He says the people 
who are now claiming relationship with him 
have no right whatever to the title. The 
first time he ever saw them was when he 
escaped from a museum in Philadelphia 
three years ago. He was Drought over trom 
Egypt by Prof. Haggin the Egyptologtst, he 
says, and was conscious from the first 
moment the lid was taken off the sareopag=s: 
He experienced neither hunger nor thirst, 
only a desire to get out of the rags in which 
his limbs were bound, but he foundit im- 
possible to move either handcor foot until 
the wrappings weretaken off and he was 
placed undera glass casein the museum of 
the Academy of Sciences. Then he began to 
move a little at a time, until one evening just 
about dusk he crawled out of the case and 
made his escape in the janitor’s overcoat. 
When asked to account forthe knowledge of 
locations of different States and cities in 
America which he betrays in his conversa- 
tion, Ritten says he has studied hard since 
his escape from mummydom to acquaint 
himself with the world of to-day and its 
usages. The man never becomes in the least 
embarrassed by questions put to him, but 
answers every inquiry with surprising glib- 
ness, 

The impression produced on those who 
listen tothe wild talk of this modern Egy- 
tian Is that he is as crazy as a March hare, 
but there are the assertions of the medical 
Men to the contrary. 

Ritten has a queer history, which Is told by 
Mrs. Streihoff, his sister. She says that she 
and hertwo brothers are thechildren ofa 
Russian Jew, named Michael Ritten, who 
with his entire family was driven out of Mos- 
cow in 1860. The elder Ritten refused to join 
the established church and was hustled out 
of the town, being compelled to sell his prop- 
erty and stock fora song. 

They moved to London, arriving almost 
penniless, but the father by persistent energy 
made enough money to open a curiosity shop 
inthe mile end road. This proved to be a 
ape location anda move was made to the 

Vest End, where the family set up shop 

againin Wardour street. This last venture 
proved a successand a good deal of money 
was made prior to 1861, when the old man 
died, and Mrs. Strelhoff, having married a 
baker of London named Strelhoff, moved to 
this country. 

A couple of years later she was followed by 
her brothers, who had closed uptheir busi- 
ness in London and salled for America witha 
good deal of money, in the neighborhood of 
£2,000. They engaged in farming in 
Central Nebraska, but Mrs. Streihoff says 
that for the last five years Jacob has 
been subject to pecullar hallucinations. 
For a week at a time he would insist that he 
was a priest, and a subject of King Ptolemy, 
and then wouldas suddenly resume his nor- 
malcondition, scouting the statements at- 
tributed to him by lls relatives. The latter, 
Mrs. Streihoff says, have made every effort 
and incurred every expense in the hope of 
being able to cure Jacob of his affliction, but 
so far withoutavall. Itis belleved that the 
Boston psychological people will be able to 
convince Jacob of the error he tis in, and that 


he will be reasoned out of his present stub- 


born assertions. Aremarkable feature of the 
case Is that the man will talk Intelligently of 
current political happenings and Issues,

SCRAP OF HISTORY. 


Genesis of ths Franco-Prussian War Re- 
called. 

BERLIN, NOV. 23.—In the Reichstag to-day 
Chancellor Yon Capriviread thetextof the 
famous dispatch sent by Privy Councilor 
Abekin to the Prussian Foreign Office from 
Ems on July 13, 1870, two days prior to the 
declaration of the Franco-Prussian war. 
‘The dispatch reads: 


‘*‘The King writes me as follow: ’Benedettl, 
(the French Ambassador to Germany) inter- 
cepted meon my promenade and finally asked 
meinavery pressing manner to authorize 
him to telegraph to his government at once 
that I bound myself for all time never to 
again accord my sanction in the event 
of Prince Leopold of Hohenzollern revertin 
to hts candidature to the throne of Spain. 
at length declined somewhat sternly to listen 
to him further, as one ought not and could 
notenter a tout Jamais into engagements of 
this kind. Naturally I told him I had as yet 
received nothing. As he got hews earlier by 
way of Paris and Madrid than I did he must 
see that my Government was again left out.’”’ 

‘*The King bas since received a letter from 
Prince Leopold. The King, in view of the de- 
mand referred to, resolved, upon the advice 
of Count Von Eulenburg and myself, not to 
see Benedetti again, but to merely inform 
him through his adjutant that the King 
had received from Prince Leopolda letter 
confirming the news Benedetti already had 
from Paris, and the King had nothing more 
tosay to the Ambassador, 

‘*The King leaves your excellency to de- 
cide whether Kenedetti’s new demand and 
its rejection should not be immediately com- 
municated to the Ambassador and the 


press.’’ 


STREET MAIL CARS. 


Postmaster Harlow Endeavoring to Se- 
cure Their Adoption. 


Postmaster John B. Harlow tis in Washing- 
ton, consulting with the heads of the depart- 
ments in reference to the extension of 
the street car postal collection and 
delivery system. He hopes and expects 


to he able to extend it alloverthecity. This 
system is already in operation on the St. 
iouls & Suburban, and was found most suc- 
cessful. If the required funds can be ob- 
tained all parts of the city can 
be reached vy this style of cwllection 
and delivery. The planistohave a number 
of postal cars run onalithe principal lines, 
and to bave sub-stations at various points. 
The mall will be distributed at the general 
office, and given to the carriers at such 
points . along the route as may 
be fixed upon. On the return 
trip the cars will pick uy the mall forthe 
Post-office at the substations. In this man- 
ner deliveries can be greatly expedited. 
Anyone can mall a letter at any of the sub- 
Stations or on the mall car, 
and it will at once be taken to 
the Post-office, while the mail for 
the parts ofthe city remote from the busi- 
ness center will be much more promptly de- 
livered than is possible under the present 
method of handling it. Postmaster Harlow 
has propositions from the various street car 
companies and hopes to be authorized to in- 
augurate the new system at once.

Tariff Revision Sills Now in the Hands 
of the Senate Will Be Called Up for 
Action — Treasury Secretary Foster

SPRINGFIELD, IJl., Nov. 22,—Congressman 
Springer was asked to-day if he favored a 
special session of Congress, and he Said:
